IMPORTANT: Before firing this revolver, be sure to clean barrel and cylinder 
thoroughly of grease or other obstnic cions* This is a safe gun. Handle it safely. Never 
point it al anything you da not intend to shoot. Treat euery gun as a loaded gun. 



CLEANING AND LUBRICATING 

If yrjti use J. C, ammunition this 

wilt practically eliminate any cleaning o[ 
barrel or cylinder* However, should any 
powder reaidiie or dirt accumidate at these 
points, it cait easily be removed. 

To clean haireh poll ejector rod forward 
and swing ooL cylinder to left I see Figure 1 } . 
Puaii a patch, moistened with a good solvent, 
through I he barrel from the nut^?,le end. 
Soak a brass Ijru&h made for J22-caliher 
firearms in solvent and push it thrmigh the 
length of the bore several times. Push clean 
patches through the bore in the same mamicr 
imlil the last patch coines out dean. Then 
push through a lightly oiled patch* 

Use a tooth brush soaked in solvent to 
remove any dirt or fooling from other oper^ 
ating parls. Wipe parts dry and oil lightly. 



OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

TO LOAD CYLINDER; Make certain 
bamiuer is down* Tboii pull ejector n>d fur* 
ward and swing out cylinder to left (see 
Figure Ij* insert one *22-raliber cartridge 
in each of the nine ebambers of the cylinder 
and the gun Is fiilly loaded. Swing cylinder 
sill] I and gun is ready to fire* 

TO FIRE REVOLVER DOUBLE 
ACTION: When the trigger is pulled with 
ibe hammer in down position, the hammer 
rises with the backward motion of the trig- 
ger, the cylinder turns, and the hammer 
falls forward as the trigger comes all the 
way back. The fail of the hammer hres the 
cartridge I hat has been brought into position 
by the turning of Uie cylinder. Pull the trig- 
ger once to fire each of the caruidges remain- 
ing in the cylinder. It is possible to fire nil 
nine shots very rapidly by double action.

Your Model 88 is treated with new' sili- 
conized anfl polarized oiL This CKelnsive, 
patented process oil gets down] inio i he pores 
of the steel and protects against perspiration 
and other corrosive elements which cause 
rust. This oil makes J. C Higgins guns the 
most rnst resistant of any guns yon cim buy 
and gives the best InlyricaltOTi of any oil 
lemed. It puts an atiractive and protective 
sheen on the grips, too. 



However, much tuore accurate shooting may 
be done by most shooters when the gun is 
fired single action (sec below). 

TO FIRE REVOLVER SINGLE 
.4CTION: Point the revolver in the direction 
of your target and. Ufiing your thumb, pull 
back the I m miner until it is in cocked posh 
tion. The revolver is new ready fer use and 
a gentle squeeze of the trigger will fire it. 
When firing single action, the revolver is 
cocked in this manner before each shot. 
Single-action shooting is, therefore, consid- 
erahly jJosver than double-action shouting, 
hut more accurate, because it makes it easier 
for yon to hold the sights in proper align- 
ment w'hile firing. 

TO UNLOAD CUN OH REMOVE 
FIRED CARTRIDGE CASINGS: Pull ejec- 
tor rod forward and swing out cylinder to 



lefi (see Figure D* Then push ejector rod 
toward rear of gun and all un fired cartridges 
or empty casings will be ejected from the 
cylinder (see Figure 2). Pull ejector rod 
forward laefore aitempimg to reload or to 
close cylinder. 

SIGHTING: This revolver has been tar- 
geted at the factory and the sights aditisted 
for a SO^foot range. It will prohahly he found 
to be sighted in satisfactorily for all targets 
within normal revolver range. 

Correct sight alignment at the instant 0£ 
firing is very important in handgun shooting, 
Bfecimse of the short distance between the 
front and rear sighLs* even suiall errors in 
lining up the sights when the trigger is 
squeezed can pul the bullet inches - — even 
feeti — away from the target. 

11 yoiir Model BE does not seem to hit 
where yon point, do not adjust the sights 



until you have thoroughly checked your 
hedding and sighLtng procedure. 

It is quite pojssihle to do ac(Turate revolver 
shooting with one eye closed or with both, 
eyes open. However, most top revolver shots 
shoot with boih eyes open aod feel that this 
makes accurate shooting easier and faster. 

If you shoot with both eyes open, make 
certain ihat you. are looking down tJie barrel 
with yotjr ** master*' eye or “sighting” eye. 
This is the riglit eye in the case of most 
people. (If yon do hot know which is your 
Slighting eye, make a circle of your index 
finger and thumb, with ytiiir arm extended, 
and look through this at a distant object 
with both eyes open, l"hen close one eye. If 
you still the same object through the loop 
of your finger and thumb, the eye remaining 
open is your sighting eye. If your thumb 
and finger appear to have moved to tme side

respect to ihe distant object, yonr sight* 
ing eye is Lhe eye you closed*} 

Figure 3 shows the way the sights sTiould 
be aligned at the Instant the revolver goes 
off, if a perfect shot is to he scored. 

Figures 5 and 6 show typical sighting 
eri‘OTS. Notice how the point of impact is 
affected by incorrect sight alignment. 

The following hints will help you to align 
your sights correctly and shoot accurately: 
Stand in a comfortable, relaxed position. 
Hold your revolver firmly, but not 
tensely, and try to hold it the same 
for each shot. 

Don^t worry if your arm wavers— every- 
body's does. But keep your sights 
properly aligned and keep the sights 
as dose to the proper aiming spot as 
you can, especially when squeezing 
the trigger. 



Rest the ball of your first finger on the 
trigger. 

the trigger straight back slowly 
’ — don't jerk it, and don't encircle it 
with your finger. .Squeeze only when 
yonr sight picture is dead center. 
Practice. 

The fionl sight is staked in position and 
should not be moved. If the gim is found to 
shoot consistently left or right, use a soft 
wooden wedge and a hammer to move the 
rear sight very slightly in the same direction 
in which you wish I o move the bullet impact 
point. Move the rear sight only very slightly 
and observe the results by firing several care- 
fully aimed sighting shots as a groirp. 

Do not attempt any sight adjustment until 
you have become entirely familiar with your 
Model 88 and have fired it a reasonable num- 
ber of times with sights correctly aligned.
